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By  the  order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  March 
23rd,  1891,  Article  18,  Section  14,  it  is  prescribed  that  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  shall  “  prepare  an  Annual 
“  Report  to  be  made  to  the  end  of  December  in  each  year, 
“  comprising  a  summary  of  the  action  taken  during  the 
“  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of  disease,  and  an  account 
“  of  the  sanitary  state  of  his  district  generally  at  the  end  of 
“  the  year.  The  report  shall  also  contain  an  account  of 
“  the  enquiries  which  he  has  made  as  to  conditions  injurious 
“  to  health  existing  in  his  district,  and  of  the  proceedings 
“  in  which  he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under  the  Public 
“  Health  Act,  1875,  so  far  as  such  proceedings  relate  to 
“  those  conditions  ;  and  also  an  account  of  the  supervision 
“  exercised  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  for  sanitary  purposes 
“  over  places  and  houses  that  Sanitary  Authorities  have 
“  power  to  regulate,  with  the  nature  and  results  of  any 
“  proceedings  which  may  have  been  so  required  and  taken 
“  in  respect  of  the  same  during  the  year.  It  shall  also 
“  record  the  action  taken  by  him,  or  on  his  advice,  during 
“  the  year  in  regard  to  offensive  trades  and  to  factories  and 
“workshops.  The  report  shall  also  contain  tabular 
“  statements  (on  forms  to  be  supplied  by  the  Local  Govern- 
“  ment  Board,  or  to  the  like  effect)  of  the  sickness  and 
“  mortality  within  the  district,  classified  according  to 
“  diseases,  ages,  and  localities.”

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER 

OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the 
Annual  Report  upon  the  condition  of  the  public  health 
and  a  record  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  Borough  during 
the  year  1903,  together  with  statistical  details  and  also  the 
action  taken  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. 

The  most  satisfactory  feature  of  the  year  under  review 
is  the  low  death  rate  recorded,  viz.,  13-87,  which  is  far  lower 
than  in  any  year  of  which  we  have  records,  and  compares  most 
favourably  with  the  death  rate  of  other  large  towns. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  Summary  of  Births 
and  Deaths  for  the  year  1903,  the  death  rate  of  Southampton 
was  lower  than  that  of  any  other  Town  of  over  100,000  popula¬ 
tion  (excluding  the  Boroughs  in  the  area  of  “  Greater  London”) 
in  England  and  Wales. 


The  comparative  mortality  figures  of  the  large  towns  on 
the  South  Coast  for  the  year  1903— taking  the  death  rate  of 
England  and  Wales  as  1,000 — were  as  follows  : —

Although  the  zymotic  death  rate  is  lower  than  in  1902, 
the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  higher  than  the 
total  for  the  previous  year,  and  owing  to  the  number  of  cases 
occurring  in  September  and  October  the  resources  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital  were  severely  taxed. 

The  possibility  of  this  condition  of  things  happening 
again  has  been  minimised  by  the  Council  deciding  upon  the 
erection  of  a  new  pavilion  to  accommodate  26  patients.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was 
1,557;  of  those  836  were  males  and  721  females,  thus  giving 
a  death  rate  of  13-9  for  the  whole  Borough,  as  compared 
with  15-5  the  previous  year,  and  15-4  for  England  and  Wales 
in  1903. 

Of  the  1,557  deaths,  289  occurred  in  public  institutions, 
viz.  32  in  the  Fever  Hospital,  85  in  Royal  South  Hants 
and  Southampton  Hospital,  31  in  the  Workhouse,  137  in 
Workhouse  Infirmary,  Shirley  Warren,  and  4  in  Shirley 
Children’s  Hospital. 

In  estimating  the  death  rate,  we  have  to  subtract  from 
the  total  45  deaths  which  occurred  amongst  non-residents, 
and  add  the  deaths  of  ro  persons  who  belonged  to  the 
Borough  and  died  in  the  South  Stoneham  Workhouse. 

The  death  rate  in  each  of  the  three  Registration

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

Is  estimated  on  the  number  of  deaths  caused  by  the 
seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  viz. : — small  pox,  scarlet 
fever,  typhoid  fever,  measles,  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
and  diarrhoea. 

The  death  rate  for  the  year  amounted  to  1-31  as 
compared  with  1-45  for  1902. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

Small  Pox.  —  Two  cases  of  small  pox  were  notified 
during  the  year;  they  were  immediately  isolated,  disinfection 
carried  out,  and  contacts  kept  under  daily  observation. 

Owing  to  the  Port  Sanitary  Hospital  Ship  being  under 
repair,  the  two  cases  were  isolated  and  treated  at  West  Quay 
Hospital 

1.— F.  A.,  aged  24  years.  Oxford  Street.  Patient  was 
a  housemaid  at  a  Temperance  Hotel.  Notified  December 
2nd.  The  origin  of  the  case  could  not  be  traced.  The 
patient  had  been  going  backwards  and  forwards  to  her  home 
at  Swaythling.  Vaccinated  in  infancy.  (Discrete  Small 
Pox). 

The  staff  at  the  Hotel  were  removed  to  West  Quay, 
and  bathed  and  disinfected,  and  four  were  revaccinated. 
The  room  occupied  by  the  patient  was  disinfected,  cleansed 
and  re-whitewashed. 
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Daily  observations  were  kept  at  Oxford  Street  and 
Belgrave  Road,  the  latter  house  being  occupied  by  two 
contacts,  who  were  also  re-vaccinated.  Swaythling  being 
outside  the  Borough,  information  respecting  the  outbreak  was 
forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  that  district. 

2. — S.M.,  aged  21  years.  Dorset  Street.  Notified 
December  21st.  This  was  a  confluent  case  and  no 
connection  could  be  traced  with  the  previous  case.  The 
father  of  the  patient  had  recently  been  under  treatment  for 
chicken  pox.  Patient  was  vaccinated  in  infancy.  The 
house  was  occupied  by  seven  persons,  five  of  whom  were 
re-vaccinated — the  servant  had  been  re-vaccinated  two 
years  previously. 

The  house  wras  disinfected  throughout  and  all  infected 
bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  removed  for  disinfection,  and  the 
room  cleansed  and  re-wrhitewashed.  Observations  were  kept 
daily  on  the  house  and  where  contacts  resided. 

Scarlet  Fever. —  Four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  cases 
were  notified  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  the  largest 
numbers  being  86  in  Freemantle  Ward  and  62  in  St.  James’ 
Ward;  the  lowest  was  12  in  Bevois  Ward,  otherwise  the 
disease  was  evenly  distributed  over  the  Borough,  and  was  of 
a  very  mild  character. 

Many  children  were  found  in  public  places  as  well  as 
.public  schools  with  symptoms  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  parents 
could  not  be  held  legally  responsible,  the  initial  symptoms, 
constitutional  disturbances,  and  rash  having  been  so  slight. 
In  many  cases  the  child  feeling  unwell  had  been  kept  at  home 
for  a  day  or  two,  and  then  permitted  to  return  to  School. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-seven  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
occurred  amongst  scholars  attending  public  schools,  and 
eight  cases  amongst  scholars  attending  private  schools. 
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Prosecutions  were  instituted  in  two  cases  for  exposing 
children  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever  to  the  public  danger. 
In  each  case  a  conviction  was  obtained. 

Previous  to  February  of  1903,  the  method  employed  in  the 
treatment  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  our  Hospital  was  that,  I  believe, 
in  almost  universal  practice,  of  treating  all  cases  in  the  general 
wards  until  such  time  as  peeling  and  discharges  had  ceased. 
Patients  were  then  disinfected  by  being  passed  in  the  ordinary 
way  through  the  out-bathing  station. 

Under  this  system  complications  of  the  fever  in  our  wards 
were  both  common  and  obstinate.  Nor  is  it  difficult  to 
postulate  a  reason  for  this.  Under  such  conditions  the 
respiratory  passages,  healthy  or  otherwise,  were  kept 
continually  within  a  zone  of  active  infection — an  infection, 
moreover,  not  necessarily  confined  to  that  peculiar  to  Scarlet 
Fever. 

The  following  is  the  method  now  adopted.  It  aims  at  the 
protection  of  mild  and  convalescent  cases,  by  segregating  them 
from  those  which  are  received  in  an  acute  state  or  are  suffering 
from  discharges.  These  mild  and  convalescent  cases  are  thus, 
as  far  as  possible,  guarded  against  re-infection,  and  their 
respiratory  passages  are  assisted  to  naturally  free  themselves 
from  the  organisms  of  infection. 

The  following  is  a  brief  account  of  the  methods  adopted  in 
our  Hospital : — 

The  cases  are  brought  to  the  Hospital  from  only  one 
house  at  a  time. 

On  arrival,  each  one  is  examined,  before  removal  from  the 
ambulance,  by  the  Resident  Medical  Officer,  and  a  swab  taken 
from  the  throat  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Doubtful  cases  are  put  into  an  observation  ward,  and 
detained  or  sent  home  according  to  whether  Scarlet  Fever  is 
found  to  be  present  or  absent,  the  ward  being  disinfected 
immediately  after  their  removal. 
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Undoubted  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  are  put  into  an  acute 
room,  and  kept  there  until  the  acute  stage  of  the  disease  has 
passed  and  a  bacteriological  examination  of  the  swab  has 
excluded  diphtheria.  They  are  then  removed  into  the  general 
ward,  where  the  recent  cases  are  kept  apart  from  those  that 
are  convalescent.  These  precautions  are  taken  even  with  the 
mildest  cases.  If  at  any  time  aural  or  nasal  discharges, 
enlarged  tonsils,  glands,  &c.,  develop,  the  patient  is  removed 
from  the  general  ward  to  a  pavilion  or  block  reserved  for  such 
complications. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  week  of  the  disease,  if  free  from 
complications,  they  are  transferred  from  the  general  ward  to 
another  pavilion,  which  has  been  thoroughly  disinfected,  and 
to  which  no  cases  are  admitted  except  through  the  out-bathing 
station,  with  the  same  precautions  as  if  they  were  being 
discharged  from  Hospital. 

They  are  kept  in  this  pavilion  apart  from  all  other  patients 
for  one  week,  the  nose,  ears,  and  throat  being  carefully 
douched  with  a  disinfectant  each  evening  after  bathing.  At 
the  end  of  the  week,  that  is,  the  end  of  the  fourth  week  of  the 
disease,  they  are  discharged  from  Hospital  after  again  passing 
through  the  out-bathing  station,  no  matter  what  the  condition 
with  regard  to  the  peeling  may  be. 

After  their  discharge,  no  patients  are  admitted  into  the 
same  pavilion  until  it  has  been  thoroughly  disinfected. 

The  general  wards  are  thoroughly  disinfected  at  least 
once  a  month,  or  as  indicated  by  the  condition  of  the  patients. 

These  methods  have  not  only  comparatively  freed  us  from 
albuminuria,  enlarged  glands,  discharges  from  the  nose  and 
ears,  &c.,  but  have  reduced  the  length  of  fever  and  the  period 
during  which  patients  had  to  be  kept  in  bed,  and  left  us  during 
the  year  without  a  single  case  of  post  Scarlatinal  Diphtheria, 
or  relapse.  Further  benefit  would,  I  believe,  result  from  the 
complete  and  continued  separation  of  each  individual  case. 
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The  statistics  of  results  obtained  under  the  different 
methods  are  given  in  the  subjoined  Table  (A).  During  1902 
no  cases  were  discharged  from  Hospital  until  all  peeling  had 
ceased,  but  during  1903  I  have  acted  on  the  belief  that  the 
infection  is  in  the  respiratory  tract,  that  the  constitutional 
condition  and  particularly  the  rash  are  only  the  result  of  toxic 
products,  and  that  therefore  the  desquamation  of  skin  is  not 
per  se  a  source  of  danger.

*  This  total  includes  the  discharge  of  cases  actually  notified,  and  admitted  during 
the  year,  and  does  not  include  those  cases  remaining  in  Hospital  at  the  end 
of  1902,  but  discharged  in  1903,  such  cases  not  having  been  submitted  to 
special  treatment. 

In  Table  (A)  you  will  find  a  contrast  under  various 
headings  of  the  work  of  1902  and  1903.  You  will  notice  at 
once  that  the  total  number  notified  in  1903  exceeds  that  of 
1902  by  166.  You  will  further  observe  that  in  1902  the 
average  period  of  the  detention  in  Hospital  was  48  days,  while 
in  1903  it  was  34  days — a  reduction  of  14  days.  Notwith¬ 
standing  this  reduction  in  the  period  of  Hospital  treatment,  the 
number  causing  return  cases  is  in  each  period  the  same,  viz.  7, 
and  this  works  out  in  1902  as  4-27  per  cent,  and  in  1903  as  2-15 
per  cent.,  so  that  the  percentage  after  48  days’  treatment  was 
greater  considerably  than  the  percentage  after  34  days,  showing 
clearly,  as  far  as  statistics  for  such  a  period  can  show,  that  the 
longer  period  of  detention  with  the  associated  causes,  did  not 
remove,  but  rather  increased,  the  possibility  of  the  patient 
carrying  away  infection. 

In  the  following  table  you  will  find  a  further  analysis  of 
the  325  cases  discharged  from  the  Hospital  during  the  year : —

I  have  arranged  this  table  so  as  to  illustrate  the  length 
each  class  was  detained  in  Hospital,  and  also  the  number  in 
each  group  that  could  possibly  be  held  responsible  for  return 
cases.  In  the  first  group,  limited  to  33,  and  dismissed  after 
33  days’  residence,  without  either  peeling  or  complications,  we 
received  no  return  cases.  The  second  group,  those  peeling  but 
without  complications,  includes  the  great  majority  of  cases 
treated.  There  were  204  in  this  group  dismissed  after  an 
average  of  28  days’  treatment.  None  of  those  204  had  suffered 
from  complications  during  their  stay  in  Hospital,  and  at  the 
time  of  their  leaving  no  symptoms  of  any  discharge  were 
apparent.  This  large  class  was  responsible  for  two  patients  to 
whom  return  cases  were  due.  The  details  of  these  cases  are 
submitted  further  on.  The  third  group,  in  which  complications 
of  various  kinds  had  occurred,  numbered  88.  These  were 
detained  an  average  of  50  days  in  Hospital.  This  group 
produced  the  largest  number  of  return  cases — five — the 
particulars  of  which  are  detailed  later  on.  The  second  class 
of  cases  in  the  table — 204  in  number — were  followed  to  their 
homes,  being  visited  their  daily  for  10  days.  This  method  was 
adopted  so  as  to  preclude  the  slightest  possibility  of  even  a 
mild  case  occuring  without  detection.  The  conditions,  also, 
to  which  these  patients  returned  wTere  carefully  investigated,  as 
their  surroundings  had  considerable  bearing  on  the  probable 
spread  of  infection.  Few,  if  any,  of  the  cases  could  have  been 
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satisfactorily  isolated  at  their  own  homes.  The  statistics  show 
that  204  cases  returned  to  180  houses.  These  houses  had  an 
average  accommodation  of  five  or  six  rooms,  and  contained 
744  persons  who  had  never  suffered  from  scarlet  fever.  Of 
these,  363  persons  were  under  15  years  of  age,  36  were 
between  15  and  18  years,  and  the  remainder,  or  345,  were  over 
18  years. 

If,  therefore,  peeling  per  se  were  infectious,  those  204 
cases  were  returned  to  the  very  conditions  under  which 
infection  was  likely  to  spread. 

Of  the  return  cases  notified,  the  following  are  the  details 
of  the  two  in  Group  (2)  of  Table  (B) : — 

1.  — S.S.,  a  girl,  aged  8  years,  was  discharged  after  29 
days’  treatment,  and  was  still  peeling.  Eight  days  after 
leaving  the  Hospital  she  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  a 
discharge  from  the  nose.  A  brother  and  sister  of  the  patient 
developed  all  the  symptoms  of  scarlet  fever  five  days  later, 
i.e.,  on  the  13th  day  after  patient  had  left  Hospital. 

In  this  case  it  is  probable  that  the  specific  organisms 
still  remained  in  an  attenuated  condition,  and  was  re-kindled 
into  activity  by  the  condition  causing  the  catarrh. 

2. — E.L.,  a  girl,  aged  3  years,  discharged  after  24  days’ 

isolation,  peeling.  The  former  case  received  seven  days’ 
special  treatment  in  the  same  room  as  another  patient 
(M.C.),  who  had  suffered  from  discharges  until  three  days 
before  admission  into  the  special  ward.  In  this  case, 

probably,  the  specific  organisms  remained  in  unhealthy 
tissues,  which  ceased  to  give  outward  evidence  of  their 
presence. 

So  that  in  the  two  cases  of  this  group  responsible  for 
returns,  there  were  other  possible  sources  of  infection  present, 
and  considering  the  total  number — 204 — followed  by  only  two 
returns,  it  is  not  illogical  or  unreasonable  to  say  that  the 
desquamation  played  no  part  in  the  result. 
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Of  the  five  return  cases  under  Class  (3)  of  Table  (B),  the 
following  are  the  details. 

1.  — E.T.,  aged  4  years.  In  Hospital  54  days.  No 
peeling  on  discharge.  Suffered  from  nasal  and  aural 
discharges.  Nasal  discharge  returned  day  after  leaving 
Hospital.  A  servant  was  notified  as  suffering  from  scarlet 
fever  10  days  after  patient’s  return  home. 

2.  — R.H.,  aged  6  years.  In  Hospital  44  days.  No 
peeling  or  discharge  on  leaving  Hospital.  Had  had  aural 
discharge.  A  brother  was  notified  seven  days  after 
patient’s  return  home. 

3.  — A.H.,  aged  7  years.  In  Hospital  31  days. 
Peeling.  Had  watery  discharge  from  nose.  A  brother  was 
notified  as  suffering  from  scarlet  fever  eight  days  after 
patient’s  return  home. 

4.  — M.C.,  aged  4  years.  In  Hospital  31  days.  Peeling 
on  feet,  no  discharge.  Had  discharge  from  ears  and  nose, 
which  had  ceased  10  days  prior  to  leaving  Hospital.  A 
brother  was  taken  ill  four  days  after  patient’s  return  home. 

5.  — E.P.,  aged  5  years.  In  Hospital  28  days.  Peeling 
on  feet,  no  discharge,  tonsils  enlarged  and  nodular  condition 
of  pharynx.  Patient  developed  a  purulent  discharge  from 
nose  two  days  after  leaving  Hospital.  A  sister  was  notified 
as  suffering  from  scarlet  fever  15  days  after  patient’s 
return  home. 

These  cases  clearly  point  to  the  discharges  as  being  the 
source  of  infection. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  cases  treated  in 
Hospital  and  at  home,  and  the  respective  duration  of  treatment, 
with  mortality : —

This  table  is  of  value  in  showing  that  in  patients  treated 
at  their  homes,  the  duration  of  treatment  is  much  reduced  from 
what  it  formerly  was,  the  average  duration  for  the  Hospital 
being  34,  and  in  private  38  days. 

The  mortality  percentage  is  put  down  in  this  table  not  for 
the  purpose  of  drawing  any  comparative  conclusions.  Such 
conclusions  are  undesirable,  and,  moreover,  are  impossible, 
inasmuch  as  necessary  factors  are  wanting. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

There  were  148  cases  notified  during  the  year,  being  an 
increase  of  24  as  compared  with  the  returns  for  1902.  Sixty- 
four  of  the  cases  ivere  traced  to  eating  shellfish,  or  wading  or 
bathing  on  the  foreshore ;  five  cases  were  those  of  persons  who 
had  been  working  on  the  foreshore  ;  eight  cases  were 
contracted  by  direct  infection. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  were  also  43  cases  of 
Typhoid  Fever  treated  in  the  Borough,  of  which  24  were  landed 
by  vessels  arriving  in  the  Port.  Eighteen  cases  were  removed 
from  the  surrounding  districts  for  treatment  in  the  Royal  South 
Hants  and  Southampton  Hospital,  viz. : — 12  from  Woolston  and 
Itchen,  4  from  Bitterne,  Bursledon  and  Swaythling,  1  from 
Rownhams,  and  1  from  Lymington.  There  was  also  1  case, 
that  of  a  volunteer  who  arrived  from  Portsmouth  to  attend  the 
camp  on  the  Common  ;  this  patient  was  taken  ill  two  days 
after  arriving  in  the  town. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  in  the  Northam  and  Chapel 
Districts  during  the  year  was  34,  as  compared  with  49  for  the 
year  1902,  and  the  number  notified  in  these  districts  in  the 
month  of  September  was  9,  as  compared  with  21  for  the 
corresponding  period  last  year. 
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Sanitary  defects  were  found  in  63  houses  in  which  Typhoid 
Fever  had  occurred. 

During  the  month  of  September,  the  largest  number  of 
cases — 52 — were  notified  in  the  Borough,  of  which  the 
following  is  a  list : —

Twenty-six  of  the  cases  referred  to  in  the  above  list  were 
traced  to  persons  either  wading  or  bathing  on  the  foreshore,  or 
eating  shellfish  collected  from  same. 
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In  consequence  of  the  number  of  cases  having  been 
attributed  to  the  above  cause,  a  printed  notice  was  issued 
warning  the  public  of  the  risk  of  eating  shellfish  obtained  from 
the  mudlands,  and  intimating  that  proceedings  would  be  taken 
against  dealers  exposing  such  shellfish  for  sale.  Attention  was 
also  drawn  to  the  advisability  of  not  bathing  in  the  River 
Itchen.  Communications  were  also  forwarded  to  the  Chief 
Constable  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Education  Committee, 
requesting  them  to  assist  us  in  preventing  persons  collecting 
shellfish,  and  bathing  or  wading  on  the  foreshore. 

A  report  was  also  made  drawing  attention  to  the  number 
of  districts  discharging  sewage  or  sewage  effluent  into  the  River 
Itchen,  and  the  probability  of  shellfish  taken  therefrom  being 
contaminated  The  districts  referred  to  are  : — Eastleigh,  South 
Stoneham,  Bitterne  and  Itchen  Urban  District,  Bitterne  Park, 
Bitterne  Manor  District,  the  outfalls  at  Portswood  sewage 
farm,  Belvidere  and  Chapel,  and  on  the  other  side  of  the  town 
the  outfall  at  Blechynden. 

As  a  result  of  this  report  a  meeting  of  the  Health  and 
Works  Joint  Committee  was  held,  in  December,  and  it  was 
resolved — “  That  the  Borough  Engineer  be  directed  to  report 
upon  the  best  means  of  dealing  with  the  sewerage  and  drainage 
system,  East  of  the  Railway,  from  Mount  Pleasant  to  the 
Docks.” 

The  fourth  report  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Sewage 
Disposal,  which  has  considerable  bearing  upon  this  subject, 
was  issued  in  January,  1903,  and  especially  deals  with  the 
contamination  of  shellfish  and  the  pollution  of  tidal  water. 

The  Commissioners  after  carefully  considering  a  large 
quantity  of  evidence  respecting  the  extent  of  illness  attributable 
to  the  consumption  of  contaminated  shellfish,  arrived  at  the 
conclusion  that  a  considerable  number  of  cases  of  Enteric 
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Fever  and  other  illness  are  caused  by  the  consumption  of 
shellfish  which  have  been  exposed  to  sewage  contamination. 

The  remedies  recommended  by  the  Commissioners  are  : — 

1.  — Purification  of  the  sewage  before  its  discharge  into 
tidal  waters. 

2.  — Seizure  and  destruction  of  unwholesome  shellfish 
exposed  for  sale. 

3.  — The  setting  up  of  a  competent  authority  to  deal 
with  tidal  waters  with  power  to  control  foreshores,  to  close 
dangerous  beds,  pits,  ponds  and  layings,  and  in  certain 
circumstances  to  require  treatment  of  sewage. 

With  regard  to  No.  3,  the  Commissioners  recommend  that 
a  Central  Authority  should  be  constituted  as  a  new  department 
under  the  Local  Government  Board,  and  should  have  the 
following  permanent  chief  officers  : — An  Administrative  Head, 
with  a  bacteriologist,  chemist,  and  engineer,  each  of  whom 
would  have  special  knowledge  of  sewage  treatment,  trade 
effluents,  water  supply,  &c. 

They  further  recommend  that  such  Central  Authority 
should  have  power  to  constitute  (and  exercise  general  super¬ 
intendence  over)  “  Rivers  Boards  ”  composed  of  joint 
Committees  of  various  County  Councils,  in  whom  would  be 
vested  the  necessary  power  of  control  over  the  pollution  of 
tidal  waters  and  over  waters,  foreshores,  pits,  ponds,  beds  and 
layings  where  shellfish  are  grown,  fattened,  or  stored. 

The  Commissioners  also  recommend  that  each  Rivers 
Board  district  should  include  as  far  as  practicable  the  whole 
of  one  or  more  watersheds,  and  that  it  should  be  sufficiently 
large  to  justify  the  permanent  appointment  of  a  skilled 
Chief  Inspector. 
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DIPHTHERIA. 


Two  hundred  and  thirty-nine  cases  of  Diphtheria  were 
notified  during  the  year.  The  majority  of  cases  were  of  a 
very  mild  character. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-seven  cases  occurred  amongst 
children  attending  Public  Schools,  and  8  cases  amongst  children 
attending  Private  Schools  in  the  town. 

The  largest  number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  Freemantle  and 
Portswood  Wards,  viz.,  41  and  31  respectively. 

There  were  27  deaths  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  giving 
a  case  mortality  of  11-3  per  cent.

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MEASLES. 

The  Borough  was  remarkably  free  from  Measles  during  the 
year.  Only  one  death  occurred  (in  the  first  week  of  February), 
as  compared  with  50  deaths  during  1902.  Several  cases, 
however,  occurred  amongst  scholars  attending  St.  Mark’s 
School  where  disinfection  was  carried  out. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Whooping  Cough  was  responsible  for  29  deaths,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  43  during  the  year  1902. 

INFANTILE  DIARRHOEA. 

Diarrhoea  was  responsible  for  48  deaths  of  children  under 
one  year  of  age,  as  compared  with  18  for  the  previous  year 
and  107  in  1901.  Of  these  deaths  10  occurred  in  St.  Mary’s 
Ward  and  11  in  Freemantle  Ward. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-four  deaths  occurred  from 
Tuberculosis  during  the  year,  as  compared  with  161  during 
1902,  140  in  1901  and  141  in  1900. 

In  13  houses  where  death  occurred  the  rooms  and  bedding 
were  disinfected  by  the  Sanitary  Authority;  31  rooms  and 
bedding  were  cleansed  by  the  occupiers,  but  in  the  remaining 
cases  the  occupiers  refused  to  take  extra  precautions.

OPERATIONS  IN  1903.  (ISOLATION  HOSPITAL). 

Tracheotomy  was  performed  in  10  cases  of  Diphtheria,  of 
whom  three  died,  the  cause  of  death  being  Broncho-pneumonia, 
three  days  after  operation,  syncope  three  days  after  operation, 
and  syncope  two  days  after  operation. 

In  the  month  of  January  mastoidotomy  was  performed  in 
two  cases  after  Scarlet  Fever.  The  tonsils  were  removed  in 
one  case,  and  the  tonsils  and  post-nasal  adenoids  in  10  cases 
suffering  from  chronic  aural  and  nasal  discharges  following 
Scarlet  Fever. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  aid  of  bacteriology  has  been  thoroughly  applied  to  the 
diagnoses  of  the  cases  in  the  Hospital. 

With  regard  to  the  Diphtheria  patients,  340  examinations 
were  made. 

The  Widal  test  was  used  in  all  the  Typhoid  cases — 99. 

Since  1st  July,  all  Scarlet  Fever  cases — 198 — were  ex¬ 
amined  for  streptococcus  conglomeratus  and  diphtheria 
bacilli.

During  the  year  all  Small-pox  contacts  were  disinfected  at 
West  Quay. 

Two  cases  notified  as  Small-pox  were  admitted  for  obser¬ 
vation,  proved  not  to  be  Small-pox,  and  were  discharged. 

Two  other  cases  were  received  for  observation;  one  of 
which  proved  to  be  Chicken-pox,  and  the  other  measles  ;  both 
were  detained  for  treatment  at  West  Quay. 

During  the  latter  portion  of  the  year,  owing  to  the  Hospital 
Ship  being  under  repair,  it  was  found  necessary  to  isolate  two 
cases  of  Small-pox  in  the  old  West  Quay  Hospital.

MILK 

SUPPLY. 

In  1902  the  Borough  Council  made  new  regulations  with 
respect  to  Daries,  Cowsheds,  and  Milkshops.  They  provide  for 
the  inspection  of  cattle  ;  for  prescribing  and  regulating  the 
lighting,  ventilation,  cleansing,  drainage,  and  the  water  supply 
of  dairies  and  cowsheds ;  for  securing  the  cleanliness  of  milk 
stores,  milkshops  and  vessels  used  for  containing  milk  for 
sale.  They  also  require  the  cleanliness  of  cows  at  time  of 
milking,  and  also  that  the  hands  of  the  milkers  are  thoroughly 
clean  at  the  time  of  milking. 

These  regulations  being  of  an  important  character  were 
strictly  enforced  during  the  year  by  the  Health  Department, 
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and  resulted  in  the  removal  of  sixty  purveyors  and  two 
cowsheds  from  the  Register  who  were  unable  to  comply 
therewith. 

The  importance  of  milk  as  an  article  of  food  is  now 
fully  recognized,  and  a  standard  has  been  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Agriculture  as  to  the  minimum  of  fatty  solids  and 
non-fatty  solids. 

The  increased  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  in  the 
Borough  during  the  year  led  to  a  special  investigation  of  the 
milk  supply. 

This  investigation  necessitated  much  labour,  and  a  large 
amount  of  particulars  were  collected  during  July  and  August. 
It  was  found  that  the  cowsheds  in  the  Borough  yielded  362 
gallons  of  milk  daily,  and  that  4,088  gallons  were  imported. 
This  means  that  the  Local  Authority  has  power  to  control  only 
one  twelfth  part  of  the  milk  supply  of  the  Borough  in  regard  to 
prescribing  and  supervising  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
cowsheds,  daries,  &c. 

Unless  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  “in  possession  of 
evidence,”  that  any  person  in  the  District  is  suffering  from 
infectious  disease  attributable  to  the  milk  supply  from  any  dairy 
situated  without  his  district  he  cannot  visit  such  dairy,  and  not 
then  unless  he  has  authority  on  that  behalf  by  an  Order 
of  a  Justice  having  jurisdiction  in  the  place  where  the  dairy  is 
situated,  and  unless  he  is  accompanied  by  a  veterinary 
inspector  or  some  other  properly  qualified  surgeon,  he  has  not 
power  to  inspect  the  animals  therein. 

Such  “  evidence  ”  is  difficult  to  obtain  even  under  the  most 
favourable  circumstances,  and  when  complicated  by  the  milk 
having  been  subjected  to  much  admixture  and  irregular 
distribution,  it  becomes  almost  impossible,  inasmuch  as  such 
evidence  will  only  be  forthcoming  when  considerable  mischief 
has  been  done,  and  probably  the  principal  cause  has  died  out  or 
been  removed. 
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The  following  particulars  will  make  evident  the  difficulty 
of  tracing  to  any  particular  farm  the  supply  of  milk  which  might 
be  a  source  of  infection  : — 

Fifteen  farms  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood  of  the 
Borough  send  in  milk  for  direct  distribution  to  the  consumer. 
Importers  in  the  Borough  receive  milk  from  46  farms  situated 
in  1 1  different  sanitary  districts,  as  well  as  from  two  creameries 
which  receive  milk  from  about  118  different  farms,  and  where 
the  milk  is  probably  mixed  before  reaching  the  Borough. 

Many  of  the  districts  from  which  the  milk  supply  of  the 
town  is  obtained  have  no  regulations  for  controlling  their 
cowsheds  and  dairies,  and  in  some  districts  in  which 
regulations  are  in  force,  they  are  administered  by  not 
altogether  disinterested  persons,  many  of  whom  are  farmers, 
and  this  would  probably  be  no  guarantee  for  their  strict 
enforcement. 

The  difficulty  of  tracing  the  source  of  any  infection 
through  milk  supply  can  be  readily  seen  by  reference  to  the 
following  diagram. 

(F)  are  farms  outside  the  Borough  supplying  large 
importers  within  the  Borough  ;  (F1)  is  a  large  creamery  which 
also  receives  milk  from  seventy-eight  farms  in  the  West  of 
England  for  distribution. 

(A)  and  (A1)  are  large  importers  within  the  Borough  who 
receive  milk  from  (F). 

(B)  are  smaller  distributors  who  obtain  milk  from  (A). 

(C)  are  small  retailers  supplied  by  (B). 

It  will  be  clear,  therefore,  that  in  some  cases  when  the 
milk  has  at  last  reached  the  consumer  it  will  have  passed 
through  no  less  than  five  distributing  centres,  which  receive 
milk  from  various  sources. 

For  instance,  take  the  case  of  a  consumer  obtaining  milk 
from  retailer  marked  (C1)  on  diagram.  This  retailer  obtains 
milk  from  (A1),  who  in  turn  obtains  his  supply  from  two  farms 
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and  the  large  creamery  (F1).  The  retailer  (C1)  also  obtains 
milk  from  the  small  distributor  (B),  who  in  turn  receives  his 
supply  from  the  importer  (A),  who  receives  milk  from  fourteen 
farms  (F)  situated  without  the  Borough,  and  also  from  the 
large  creamery  (F1)  who  again  collects  milk  from  upwards  of 
seventy-eight  different  farms  in  the  West  of  England. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  milk  retailed  by  (C1)  may  have 
come  from  one  or  more  of  ninety-four  farms  by  different 
channels,  and  through  several  different  distributing  centres 
where  it  is  liable  to  mixing  or  irregular  distribution,  and  the 
variation  from  day  to  day  of  the  farm  from  which  the  milk  is 
supplied. 

It  would  therefore  be  necessary  in  the  case  of  the  milk 
supplied  by  (C1)  being  suspected  of  causing  infectious  disease  to 
endeavour  to  trace  the  milk  through  the  various  distributing 
centres,  and  eventually  the  inspection  of  ninety-four  farms  from 
which  the  milk  is  obtained  in  the  attempt  to  discover  the  cause 
of  contamination.  These  farms  are  from  five  to  sixty  miles 
from  Southampton,  and  situated  in  the  counties  of  Hampshire, 
Wiltshire,  Dorsetshire,  and  Somersetshire. 

The  instance  specified  above  and  shown  in  the  diagram  is 
only  one  out  of  several,  but  it  is  one  that  illustrates  the 
difficulties  obtaining  in  the  efficient  supervision  of  the  milk 
supply  of  large  Boroughs. 

Much  of  the  milk  brought  into  the  Borough  is  not  delivered 
to  the  consumer  until  14  to  16  hours  after  milking,  which  in 
warm  weather  causes  preservative  to  be  added  to  prevent 
souring. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  Sanitary  Authorities  should  be  given 
power  to  insure  that  there  is  efficient  supervision  exercised  over 
the  cowsheds  supplying  milk  to  their  districts.  They  should 
also  in  some  degree  have  control  or  means  of  securing  that 
the  cowsheds  are  conducted  in  a  cleanly  and  proper  manner, 
and  that  the  importation  of  milk  is  carried  out  by  the  most 
satisfactory  and  rapid  method. 


Small  retailers 
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In  the  absence  of  legislation,  it  seems  to  be  desirable  that 
a  conference  between  the  milk  importers  of  the  Borough  and 
representatives  of  the  Council  should  he  held,  with  the  object 
of  arranging,  if  possible,  that  the  milk  supplied  for  distribution 
in  the  Borough  should  be  obtained  from  districts  and  farms 
acceptable  to  the  Borough  Council.

INQUIRIES  RESPECTING  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Five  thousand,  seven  hundred  and  eight  visits  were  made 
during  the  year  to  houses  in  which  infectious  diseases 
occurred.  Inquiries  were  made  relative  to  source  of  infection, 
schools  attended,  milk  supply,  &c. 

Frequent  visits  were  made  to  houses  where  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  nursed  at  home  in  order  to  secure 
proper  precautions  being  carried  out  as  to  isolation  and 
disinfection.  Of  the  cases  notified,  597  were  removed  to  the 
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Isolation  Hospital  for  treatment.  Seven  hundred  and  thirty-five 
sanitary  defects  were  found  in  389  houses  in  which  infectious 
diseases  occurred,  the  majority  of  defects  being  the  absence  of 
sanitary  dustbins.  Notices  were  served  on  the  owners  who 
complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Authority.

The  necessity  for  the  amendment  of  the  Building 
Bye-Laws,  which  was  referred  to  in  my  last  annual 
report,  has  been  again  experienced,  particularly  in 
regard  to  provision  being  made  for  a  standard  weight  for  iron 
drains  and  ventilating  shafts  ;  also  as  to  the  method  of 
connection  of  the  various  sanitary  fittings,  and  the  provision  of 
suitable  means  of  access  to  the  diains  to  facilitate  cleansing 
and  inspection. 

The  following  amendments  have  been  adopted  by  the 
Council  and  forwarded  to  the  Local  Government  Board  for 
their  approval : — 

Bye-Law  80. 

Paragraph  1. — Insert  after  “  glazed  stoneware  ” — “  Heavy 
“  cast  iron  jointed  with  molten  lead  and  properly  caulked 
“  or  other  equally  suitable  material.” 
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Paragraph  2. — After  “  concrete  ” — “  Composed  of  not  more 
“than  six  parts  of  clean  ballast  to  two  parts  of  clean 
“  sand  and  one  part  of  Portland  cement.” 

Paragraph  3. — After  “  concrete  ” — ditto  ditto. 

Paragraph  3. —  (At  the  end  of) — “  He  shall  provide  suitable 
“  means  of  access  where  practicable  to  each  end  of  the 
“  portion  beneath  such  building  by  manholes  properly 
“  constructed  of  nine  inch  brickwork,  such  manholes  to 
“  be  water-tight  up  to  the  ground  level,  and  provided 
“  with  suitable  air-tight  covers. 

“  In  any  case  where  the  drains  be  constructed  of  heavy  cast 
“iron,  he  shall  cause  the  weight  of  such  pipe  in  propor- 
“  tion  to  the  diameter  to  be  not  less  in  any  case  than 
“  may  be  prescribed  by  such  one  of  the  following  rules 
“  as  may  be  applicable  to  such  pipe,  that  is  to  say  : — 

“  (1)  If  the  internal  diameter  of  the  pipe  be  four  inches,  the 
“  weight  of  the  pipe  shall  be  160  pounds  for  every  nine 
“  feet  length. 

“  (2)  If  the  internal  diameter  of  the  pipe  be  five  inches,  the 
“  weight  of  the  pipe  shall  be  190  pounds  for  every  nine 
“  feet  length. 

“  (3)  If  the  internal  diameter  of  the  pipe  be  six  inches,  the 
“  weight  of  the  pipe  shall  be  230  pounds  for  every  nine 
“  feet  length. 

“  Any  person  who  shall  connect  a  lead  trap  or  pipe  with  an 
“  iron  soil  pipe  or  drain  shall  insert  between  such  trap 
“  or  pipe  and  such  soil  pipe  or  drain,  a  brass  thimble,  and 
“  he  sbail  connect  such  lead  trap  or  pipe  with  such 
“  thimble  by  means  of  a  wiped  or  overcast  joint,  and  he 
“  shall  connect  such  thimble  with  the  iron  soil  pipe  or 
“  drain  by  means  of  a  joint  made  with  molten  lead 
“  properly  caulked. 
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“  In  all  such  cases  where  he  shall  connect  a  stoneware  trap 
“  or  pipe  with  a  lead  soil  pipe,  he  shall  insert  between 
“  such  stoneware  trap  or  pipe  and  such  soil  pipe  a  brass 
“  socket  or  other  similar  appliance,  and  he  shall  connect 
“  such  stoneware  trap  or  pipe  by  inserting  it  into  such 
“  socket,  making  the  joint  with  Portland  cement,  and 
“  he  shall  connect  such  socket  with  a  lead  soil  pipe  by 
“  means  of  a  wiped  or  overcast  joint. 

“  In  all  cases  where  he  shall  connect  a  stoneware  trap  or 
“  pipe  with  an  iron  soil  pipe  or  drain,  he  shall  insert 
“  such  stoneware  trap  or  pipe  into  a  socket  on  such  iron 
“  soil  pipe  or  drain,  making  the  joint  with  Portland 
“  cement. 

“  In  all  cases  where  he  shall  connect  a  stoneware  sink  with 
“  a  lead  pipe  or  trap,  he  shall  insert  between  such  stone- 
“  work  sink  and  such  lead  pipe  or  trap  a  brass  socket  or 
“  other  suitable  appliance,  and  where  the  outlet  of  such 
“  sink  is  inserted  into  such  socket,  the  joint  shall  be 
“  made  with  Portland  cement,  and  shall  connect  such 
“  socket  with  the  lead  pipe  or  trap  by  means  of  a  wiped 
“  or  overcast  joint.” 

Bye-Law  81  (At  the  end  of). 

“  He  shall  provide  suitable  means  of  access  to  such  trap  by 
“  a  manhole  properly  constructed  of  nine  inch  brick- 
“  work  such  manhole  to  be  watertight  up  to  the  ground 
“  level,  and  provided  with  a  suitable  airtight  cover.” 

Bye-Law  83.  Sub-Section  3.

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Forty-three  of  these  premises  are  registered  as  Workshops 
employing  labour,  and  of  the  118  remaining,  109  are  used  for 
tailoring  work,  and  9  for  upholstery  needlework,  employing 
54  males  and  73  females. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  nine  outworkers  living  outside 
the  District  have,  in  accordance  with  Sec.  107  of  the  Factory 
and  Workshop  Act,  been  forwarded  to  the  Authorities  of  the 
District  in  which  they  reside. 

One  outworker  has  been  notified  to  us  by  the  Bourne¬ 
mouth  Authorities.  The  premises  were  visited  and  found 
satisfactory. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty-eight  visits  of  inspection  have 
been  made  during  the  year  to  outworkers’  residences,  resulting 
in  24  nuisances  being  detected  and  abated,  but  in  the  majority 
of  cases  the  premises  were  found  in  a  satisfactory  condition.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  OCCURRING  IN  HOMES  OF 
EMPLOYES  OF  FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS 
DURING  YEAR. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  five  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
and  two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  occurred  in  homes  of  persons 
employed  in  Factories  and  Workshops  during  the  year.  Fifteen 
of  these  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  the 
premises  disinfected,  and  the  remaining  six  cases  were  isolated 
at  home. 
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In  all  cases  the  workers  received  instructions  to  remain 
away  from  workplaces  until  all  possible  danger  of  infection  had 
ceased. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  131  bakehouses  on  the  Register,  five  being 
factories  (i.e.,  using  mechanical  power)  and  126  workshops. 
They  give  employment  to  223  male  workers. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty  visits  of  inspection  have  been 
made  during  the  year,  and  122  nuisances  abated  (see  table). 
The  whole  of  the  bakehouses  have  been  re-limewashed  during 
the  months  of  April  and  October,  in  accordance  with  the  Bye- 
Laws. 

One  bakehouse,  situated  at  125,  Bevois  Valley  Road,  was 
demolished  during  the  Year.

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  for  your  information  an 
account  of  the  work  done  in  this  department  during  the  past  year. 
SECTION  1.— SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1875. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  under  the  above  Act 
during  the  year  1903  was  three  hundred  and  forty-two. 

Of  this  number  two  hundred  and  sixty  samples  were 
submitted  by  Inspectors,  fifty-two  by  private  persons,  and 
thirty  by  the  Borough  of  Newbury. 

The  character  of  the  samples,  the  number  of  each  article 
submitted,  and  the  number  and  percentage  of  adulterated 
articles  are  given  in  the  following  table  : —

The  number  of  samples  analysed  during  the  year  is  one 
hundred  and  one  more  than  in  the  previous  year,  although  your 
Analyst  was  unable  owing  to  illness  to  commence  duty  until 
the  end  of  February. 

BUTTER. 

Seventy-six  samples,  or  twenty-seven  more  than  in  1902, 
were  analysed,  five  being  adulterated. 
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Two  of  the  samples,  viz.:  Nos.  177  and  178  were  milk 
blended  butters,  and  the  wrappers  contained  the  notification 
that  there  was  about  24  per  cent,  of  water  in  them,  but  this 
limit  was  not  guaranteed. 

It  seems  the  public  are  still  willing  to  pay  one  shilling  per 
pound  for  water. 

The  hawking  and  selling  of  Margarine  as  Butter  still 
continues.  The  offender  has  been  summoned  and  let  off  with 
a  nominal  penalty  of  forty  shillings. 

The  public  who  are  thus  cheated  when  made  aware  of  the 
fact  will  not  assist  the  Inspector  to  bring  the  offender  before  the 
Magistrates,  but  seem  willing  to  buy  as  butter  at  full  price,  an 
article  obtainable  from  a  respectable  grocer  at  sixpence  a  pound. 

MILK. 

The  number  of  samples  analysed  exceed  by  twenty  that 
in  1902. 

The  decrease  in  the  per  centage  of  adulterated  samples 
which  took  place  during  the  four  previous  years  has  ceased,  and 
there  is  this  year  an  increase  from  4-g6  to  8'2i  per  cent. 

This  would  appear  to  be  due  to  the  increasing  practice  of 
adding  separated  milk  to  new  milk,  and  reducing  the  fat  below 
the  already  low  limit  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture. 

The  adulteration  in  nearly  every  case  consists  of  a 
deficiency  of  fat,  and  as  this  constituent  is  the  most  valuable 
one  in  the  milk  it  is  a  serious  fraud,  especially  detrimental  to 
hand-fed  infants,  the  milk  being  diluted  and  treated  as  if  it 
contained  the  normal  quantity  of  fat. 

COMPOSITION  OF  THE  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  average  composition  of  the  milk  shows  a  slight 
increase  in  the  total  constituents,  but  this  is  accompanied  by  a 
decrease  in  the  per  centage  of  fat,  and  would  appear  to  confirm 
the  contention  of  analysts  that  the  low  limit  for  non-fatty  solids 
adopted  previous  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  led 
to  the  practice  of  adding  water.

This  practice  is  now  seldom  met  with,  but  has  been 
succeeded  by  that  already  referred  to,  of  adding  separated  milk.

The  average  composition  of  milk  is  taken  as  12-5  percent, 
of  solids  containing  4  per  cent,  of  fat. 


The  general  average  shown  above  is  12-74  Per  cent,  of 
solids  with  only  3-74  per  cent,  of  fat. 

Although  the  per  centage  of  fat  is  decreasing  owing  to  the 
addition  of  separated  milk,  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the 
practice  of  adding  water  is  on  the  whole  beneficial  to  the  public. 
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MUSTARD. 

On  finding  the  two  samples  adulterated  I  asked  to  see  the 
wrappers  in  which  the  samples  were  received,  and  found  them 
to  be  tins  labelled  “  This  is  sold  as  a  Condiment,”  and  stating 
they  were  “  A  Mixture.” 

Under  these  circumstances  no  proceedings  were  taken. 

OATMEAL. 

The  result  of  the  analyses  has  been  greater  care  on  the 
part  of  the  wholesale  houses,  shown  by  the  receipt  of  samples 
of  other  articles  for  analysis  and  the  rejection  of  consignments 
not  genuine. 

SUGAR. 

The  result  of  the  prosecutions  is  that  “  yellow  crystals  ” 
are  now  unobtainable  in  the  Borough. 

CREAM  OF  TARTAR  AND  BORAX. 

Both  these  were  from  private  sources ;  the  borax  was 
returned,  but  what  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  other  article  I 
am  not  informed. 

The  remaining  articles  were  all  genuine,  no  comments  are 
necessary.

The  characters  of  these  samples  have  been  dealt  with  in 
the  usual  quarterly  report. 
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It  is  only  necessary  to  point  out  that  the  samples  for  the 
Medical  Officer’s  Department  consist  of  water  from  the 
Borough  supply,  from  wells,  and  from  ships  frequenting  the 
harbour  which  have  arrived  with  illness  of  an  infectious 
character  on  board. 


The  water  supply  from  both  sources  (Otterbourne  and 
South  Hants  Co.)  has  been  of  the  highest  possible  standard  of 
organic  purity,  and  the  softening  has  been  satisfactorily  carried 
out.
